However, most corn 
is bought from the country on the 
basis of the July futures price. 


Dealers Explanation 


Dealers explained that bids by 


various cash houses are sent to the 
country at a premium or discount, 
depending- on grade and time of 
arrival, in relation to the current 
July futures price. 


This is known as buying on a 


"to arrive" basis and most of the 
corn now being obtained, is pur- 
chased on this 
manner rather 


than in the spot cash market, 
dealers said. 


In back of the recent upturn in 


cash prices, gram men said, was 
a strong demand from cash gram 
houses which have sold corn for 
shipment out of Atlantic coast 
ports within the 
next several 


weeks and now are experiencing 
difficult in obtaining the grain.

The Kingdom of Judah was a 


small kingdom set 
between the 
great 
empires 
of 
the 
ancient 


world. 
It was always in .some 
danger from its powerful enemies 
and especially from their ambition 
for conquest and world domina- 
tion. The life of the peeople and 
the policy of their rulers was af- 
fected by factors and powers out- 
side their own borders over which 
they had little or ^o control. 
^11 would seem that our great 
North American democracies have 
little in common with that small, 
ancient country 
so beiet 
with 


danger from its powerful neigh- 
bors. 
But our domestic life and 


our policies and 
actions 
are in 


large measure determined by con- 
ditions In the rest of the world. 


It was not always so. The oceans 
once kept us comparatively iso- 
lated and we used our isolation so 
well that, instead of having our 
borders bristling with guns as in 
Europe, we established and have 
kept the peace for over 120 years, 
along an unfortified 
border 
of 


over 3000 miles between Canada 
and the U. S. It has long been my 
belief that in our ministry of re- 
lief to Europe and Asia we ought 
to be making a little-more of that 
example. 


Despite the 
peaceful attitude 


and achievement of our two North 


American countries we have with- 
Hri this 20th century been involved 
i in wars that were not of our own 
making. 
Death, suftermg, and 


tragedy have come to our homes. 
And now we 
face conditions m 
which it may all happen again. 
We know that we are not, and 
cannot be, isolated. 


What, 
then, 
should 
be 
our 


course? 
Since I am a preacher, I 


think there la something we can 
learn from this lesson of Israel 
and the fall of the Kingdom 
of 


Judah. 


Whatever safety there 
was for 
that kingdom lay in the preserva- 
tion of her own integrity 
and 


moral strength and in straight 
and honest dealing with- 
neigh- 


boring nations. 


It was this that prophets, like 


Jeremiah, proclaimed as the only 
right course. But neither King nor 
people would listen. They turned 
their own life into corruption, and 
they engaged in crooked intrigues. 
Instead of listening to the prophet 
they cast him into a foul dungeon. 


If we would heed the lesson of 
Israel, we xvould engage 
all 
our 


powers in the correcti6n of evils 
and abuses in 
our internal 
life. 


Nothing would make us stronger 
and wiser for the inevitable part 
that we shall have to play 
in 


world affairs.

It is an indication of the state | tnan crews—at the end of the last 


of the world today that every tune 
someone makes a suggestion for 
world disarmament, it >g received 
respectfully—but 
with 
complete 


pessimism as to the possibility of 
achieving it. No sane man can 
help but be' appaled by the cost 
of the world's present military es- 
tablishments, or by their obvious 
threat to a prolonged peace. But 
the hope thz.t something tangible 
can be done to cure this—a hope 
that was held high at the end of 
of World War I—is 
almost to- 


tally lacking- now. The truth 
is 


that the world is actively engaged 
in an armament race which Ja of 
an unprecedented character. 


In the last war, there were only 


two major new weapons — the 
atomic bomb and the 
German 


guided missiles. All other weapons 
simplv represented • developments 
of lethal instruments which had 
long been in existence and involv- 
ed no 
revolutionary 
principles. 


Some basic weapons, such as the 
rifle, have been essentially un- 
changed in generations. And even 
a. blockbuster is simply an evol- 
utionary advance on the 
small 


aerial bombs of the first war. 


Today's armament race does not 


follow the classic pattern • of • at- 
tempting to produce .and store 
more standard weapons than the 
competing nations. Its emphasis is 
largely on new weapons. As a 
consequnce, much of the' race is 
being run in the laboratories — 
rather than in the munitions fac- 
tories. 


This, of course, ie particularly 


true of 
atomic weapons. 
Our 


atomic bomb plants are still go- 
ing at full capacity, and the work 
being 
done is as 
completely 


shrouded in secrecy ag In wartime. 
The Russiana are known to have 
put a number of the leading Ger- 
man nuclear physicists to work 
on atomic research, and to have 
given Number 1 priority among 
their own1 scientists. No one out- 
side of Russia knows just how 
much progress has been made. 


It would be a grave mistake, 


however, to let the terrible po- 
tentialities of atomic power blind 
us to other possible innovations 
in the bloody art of warfare. Our 
own Army has been carrying on 
extensive experiments with guid- 
ed missiles, using the seized Ger- 
man equipment, and other Armies 
are unquestionably following suit. 
This is one of the most ominous 
Weapons yet devised, and some ex- 
perts believe that had the Euro- 
pean war lasted another year or 


war we ivere producing aircraft 
much more rapidly that we could 
tram men to man then).

mand post ready 
to take ' over 


elsewhere. There has been much 
serious discussion of putting cer- 
tain essential 
industrial plants 


underground, either in natural or 
constructed caves. The cost of 
tliis would be incredible — but no 
one yet seems to have devised 
any other defense against the A- 
bomb. 


Perhaps the almost inconceiv- 


able destructiveness of weapons 
now being developed will, in the 
long run, be an assurance of peace 
—for the simple reason that an- 
other war might literally mean 
the destruction 
of civilization. 


General Eisenhower touched on 
thin vividly, when he stud: "The 
earth may become a 
flowering 


garden or a sterile desert — and 
we may make the difference."

American botanists who were sent 
along were so badly treated that 
the expedition wound up in bad 
row. Roerich was not even an 
American citizen but a Russian 
with a French passport. He got 
into political situations m Japan 
and Manchukuo and our own de- 
partment was terribly disturbed 
because the department of agricul- 
ture had issued American creden- 
tials ..o a foreigner to go messing 
around in, the troubled politics of 
the Orient. It must be remembered 
that some of Roerich's followers 
in the circle here in New York, of 
which Wallace was an intimate, 
thought he was a sort of dicty, a 
God.

At. lea-st they regarded him as a 


spiritual master and a supernorm- 
al intellect. Some of the letters 
which were written him by his di- 
sciples used the capital "H" in the 
pronoun "him", referring to Roer- 
ich as Christians do in referring 
to God or Jesus Christ. The goofy 
Guru letters which turned up in 
the 1936 campaign and again in

Wallace enjoyed the protection

his 
pro-Soviet 
speech. 


Horch is still in there and he was 
chosen, after long association will 
Henry, because Wallace thought 
him an appropriate person to pos- 
sess the great powers of the posi- 
tion. 


Henry fired his old Guru, Roe- 


rich, in 1935 while Roench was 
still chasing Mongolian grass seed 
under the guard of a group of 
Oriental musketeers armed with 
rifles mooched from the 15th U. 
S. infantry m Tientsin. Roerich 
never came back to the 
United 


States and in 1938 the Internal 
Revenue laid a bill agamst him 
for .$48,758 m old taxes, plu* pen- 
alties and interest. 


Remember that by 
this 
time 


Wallace and Horch both were sore 
at him and bear in mind that it 
was common practice in the New 
Deal to sick the Internal Revenue 
on individuals who got into trouble 
with powerful New Dealers. 


In the income tax case, Roe- 


rich, in absentia, lost by a hair- 
line decision. Roorich had given 
Horch a complete 
power-of-at- 


torney to conduct 
his 
business 


while he was away. Horch cer- 
tainly held Roeriuh in his power 
and Roerich's lawyers in the tax 
case charged Horch 
with "bad 


faith as a vindictive informer". 
The board finally held that Horeh 
was not an informer but acknowl- 
edged that he did give information 
against his old master which was 
his only by reason of his fidu- 
ciary position under the power-of- 
attorney.

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British Press Quiz 


May Show Leftist 
Swing of Socialists 


Communists Pressing 
to 


Hobble Free Press in 


England 


By DEU'ITT 
(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
Investigation of ownership and 


control of the British press by 
England's socialist regime is giv- 
ing rise • to uneasy speculation 
abroad as to whether this indicates 
the development 
of 
a 
further 


leftist tendency by the 
govern- 


ment. 


Of course there's nothing m ah 


ordinary inquiry • into the opera- 
tion and financial structure of 
the press which should cause dis- 
quietude. An honest press has 
nothing to conceal. 


However, the launching of the 


present high-powered survey was 
preceded by much pressure from 
communists and fellow travelers 
who maintained — to 
quote 
the 


view of th-s London Communist 
Daily Worker — that "the press 
today is a menace to democratic 
methods 
of "government". 
The 


'• paper advocated "adequate 
re- 


forms" - which, though not speci- 
fied, obviously would mean follow-; 
ing- the communistic method, of 
placing the press under strict' 
government regimentation. 


May Test AtUee Plan 


Thus 
this 
investigation 
is 


likely to provide ..us with a test 
case of how far British socialism 
is going to carry .its program, of 
nationalization which,, ipso facto, 
tends 
towards 
totalitarianism. 


Prime Minister Attlee's 
govern- 


ment has declared itself against 
communism and 
totalitarianism. 


Having talked with Mr. At.tlee at 
length and having surveyed.'' his 
gox'ernment at close, range, I am' 
prepared to accept this as tne 


honest conviction of his regime. 


However, Mr. Attlee is per- 


forming- a major experiment in 
socialism. He feels that he can 
make it work, but there certainly 
is the danger that it may blow 
up in his face unless he handles 
it with extreme caution. His task 
is to demonstrate that there can 
be socialism, with a 
degree of 


.nationalization but without whole- 
sale 
. regimentation 
of 
the 


individual. 


Censorship Voluntary Before 
But to gat back to our muttons, 


a free press has been one of the 
mighty pillars of British democ- 
racy. And '-he press hag indeed 
been free. Even in wartime the 
censorship 
has been voluntary. 


The only legal controls have been 
vested in laws such as those deal- 
ing with libel and an act which 
forbids newspapers during criminal 
trials to refer to any previous con- 
victions of the. accused. 


The press on its part has justi- 


fied its freedom by censoring it- 
self in accordance 
with 
public 


welfare, fairness and good breed- 
ing"/! myself have seen- it go out 
of its way many times to avoid 
publication of news which might 
cause unnecessary embarrassment 
to the royal family, and far less 
important folk. 


The present investigation of the 


Brtish press is a- matter 'Of far 
greater moment than appears in 
the terms of the royal commissions 
assignment. Should this result in 
restrictions being imposed on the 
newspapers, it would render a 
tremendous 
disservice 
to 
the 


socialism which the people of 
England are giving 'a trial. It also 
would be a warning to the rest of 
the world that Britain was swing- 
ing hard left.
